OTTAWA (CP) George S 
Currie today took full responsi 
bility for the most controversial 
change in his report on the 
army works services—one in 
which he abandoned a state- 
ment that people “at or near the 
top” in the defense department 
were indifferent to administra- 
tion.

Another Storm 
Bears Down on 
Dutch Coast 


By AGNES RAATELAND 

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Three 
néw breaks in th@® dike system 
of Schouwen-Duiveland Island, 
in southwest Holland's disaster 
area, poised new peril today for 
thousands of homeless stranded 
there. 

As fleets of boats and small 
planes rushed rescue 
through rough waters and sleet 
and snow, a new storm bore 
down on the lood-battered 
Dutch coast

Another major effort 
also was under way on stricken 
Goeree -Overflakkee Island, 
where some 1,500 persons were 
marooned on a crumbling dike 

Schouwen-Duiveland already 
was four-fifths under water and 
some 5,000 of the island's 23,000 
residents were not accounted 
for—many of them dead in 
their farmhouses

Across the North Sea in east 
ern England, gale-whipped seas 
gave Dutchmen a preview of 
their new peril when high tides 
broke through hastily-patched 
dikes along the Lincolnshire 
coast and spread again through 
the empty streets of Mable- 
thorpe and Sutton. These two 
towns were evacuated after the 
week-end storm. 

Civilian volunteers and mem- 
bers of the armed forces worked 


far into the night to strengthen 


dikes, particularly on the “death 
island” of Canvey in. the Thames 
estuary. 

Some 3,000 residents of the 
island, where at least 46 have 
already perished and 1,000 have 
been forced to flee to the main- 
land, escaped further disaster 
today when the morning tide 
failed to break through the sea 
wall again. 


_|BARGE GOES 


Near King’s Lynn, on the Lin- 
colnshire coast, a barge carry- 
ing 30 RAF officers and men 
was swept through a 40-foot 
breach in the bank of the 
flooded River Ouse. The air- 
men, who were helping sandbag 
the protective walls, were 
rescued from their stranded 
barge by rowboat. 

Gales raged on the North Sea 
but along the English coast the 
highest wind velocity reported 
Wednesday night was 38 miles 
an hour._-Rain and snow with 
fresh winds up to 25 miles an 
hour were predicted for the east 
coast today. 

Across the Dutch border near 
Antwerp, Belgium, a new gap 
opened in a dike in the Lille 
area. The slowly-rising water 
cut the last road between that 
town and Antwerp. 

Plans were being. made to 
evacuate the last 1,000 inhabit- 
ants of Lille. Nearly 600 others 
already have fied in the wake of 
Sunday’s storm, which 
killed two persons in the area.

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A Question of Morals 


MF STANLEY KNOWLES, THE 
CCF member of Parliament 
for Winnipeg,. sets himself up, in 
the words of Mr. St. Laurent, “as 
an. example of rectitude for the rest 
of us to follow in our ewn public 
conduct.” This is true of the CCF 
at large. It is always holier-than- 
thou. Now that the parliamentary 
record is complete it is interesting 
to observe the political morals of 
the CCF in the case of the Currie

A careful reading of the record 
shows that Mr. Currie made only 
one report But before he com- 
pleted it a working paper, a kind 
of parliamentary draft, disappeared 
from a printing shop and turned up 
mysteriously in the hands of Mr.

Both groups of men had been 
sentenced to the maximum penalty 
The court, with clear reasoning, 
sought to differentiate between the 
two. Had it been possible to give 
a stiffer. sentence to the peddlers, it 
would presumably have done so, 
leaving the sentence imposed on the 
others untouched 


The bench considers inadequate 
the maximum penalty for illegally 
selling drugs for profit. This illegal 
sale it sees as the chief evil, and for 
good reason. 


Peddlers compound the danger 
of addiction to society in several 
ways.- They charge exorbitant prices. 
In Order to acquire enough money 
for drugs the addict, under existing 
circumstances, almost invariably re- 
sorts to crime or vice 


Beyond that, the peddler must 
keep up a constant market for his 
illegal narcotics. The more people he 
induces to use narcotics, the larger 
his sales and the greater his cash 
return. To prosper to the maximum, 
he must find recruits continuously.

3y their judgment the learned 
judges in appeal have singled out 
this profit element for special treat- 
ment. They propose heavier penal- 
ties, but since they do not make the 
law, they do not suggest a more di- 
rect approach to correction of the 
evil at its roots 


The latter approach has_ been 
recommended by medical men and 
students of addiction in this prov- 
ince. These people suggest that the 
addict be treated as a medical case, 
not as a criminal. They propose that 
minimum dosages be given to the 
patient by competent medical men 
at the nominal prices for which 
drugs may be sold legally. 


If that provision were made, 
through legislation, there would be 
no profit motive left for the illegal 
peddier. There would be no oppor- 
tunity for the “pusher.” 


Narcotics by prescription would 
not cure addiction. * That system 
would, nevertheless, eliminate much 
of the crime and vice which attends 
addiction under present conditions 
when the addict is not able to earn 
by legitimate means enough to meet 
the black-market price of the ped- 
dler. 


The Court of Appeal does not 
apply itself to that particular argu- 
ment. At the same time its recog- 
nition of the greater seriousness of 
peddling—as shown in last week's 
judgment — lends emphasis to the 
case that has been made for a pre- 
scription system calculated to take 
the profit out of illegal sales and kill | 
the black market.

Fines and costs levied in city 
police court in 1952 swelled Vic 
toria city’s coffers by $66,818.92. 

This was disclosed Wednes- 
day in the annual report of Po- 
lice Chief John Blackstock to a 
meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners. 

The figure was $858.52 less 
than the ali-time record for 
fines and costs set in 1951—a 
record that might have been 
broken had the police cominis- 
sion’s bid for the appointment 
of more policemen been taken 
up by the City Council. 

Of the 15,375 persons who 
paid police court fines last year, 
9,234 did so for violation of the 
parking meter regulations; 
many of them were repeaters 
and this offense was one of the 
biggest single revenue-produc 


ers, yielding $10,408.50 

Other parking infractions by 
4,944 persons. yielded a further 
$10,273. 

Infractions of federal sta 
tutes totaled 442 afid brought 
in fines amounting to $13,835 92. 
Guilty of impaired driving. 43 
motorists were fined a tota] of 
36,450. Other drivers charged 
and convicted under the federal 
code numbered 31, their fines 
aggregating $1,435. 

Violations of the B.C. Motor 
Vehicle Act brought 1,085 per- 
sons into court, their collective 
fines amounting to $21,277.50. 
Careless driving was the most 
common offense among this 
group. 

The court handled 512 cases 
charged under the Government 
Liquor Act. 


Imprisonment in default of 
payment of fines resulted in 144 
persons serving time behind 
bars. Drunks who had their 
bail estreated numbered 323.

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Former Canvey Is. Resident 
Saddened By Flood Tragedy 


“Bodies were floating out of 
doors and windows Tuesday, as 
rescue teams searched the ruins 
of Canvey Island, at the mouth 
of the Thames 

“There were 10,000 people liv- 
ing there when I went back in 
1948,” Aiban Kelly, one-time 
resident of the English island 
resort told The Times today 
Mr. Kelly, liviph at 1034 Prin- 
cess, can picture all too vividly 
the plight of the flood-stricken 
inhabitants, whose homes were 
inundated when the sea 
breached their dikes. 

“We left many friends there,” 
Mr. Kelly reminisced . . . 

“It was an ideal spot for chil- 
dren. The only traffic on the 
roads was the small buses run- 
ning every hour from Leigh 
Beck to the mainland. There 
was no bridge across the creek 


which divided the island from| 


thé mainland. At low tide the 
buses crossed in about one foot 
of water . but while the tide 
was running in we had to cross 
by rowboat to catch a bus/on 
either side. 

“Canvey was originally re- 
|claimed from the sea by Dutch 
settlers who came over with 
William of Orange, they say. 
There are many landmarks and 
relics of these settlers, like the 
old pump in Canvey village. .. . 
{| “Canvey is surrounded by a 


sea wall, in places 20 feet high 
and 30 feet thick. The land lies 
below sea level at high tide and 
boats traveling up and down the 
river are perhaps 10 or 15 feet 
above the streets of the vil- 
lage. 

“In the old days you could 
buy a building lot there for 10 
pounds and many people 
built there. The summer popu- 
lation was about 15,000; but the 
winter population dwindled 
But in the 1930's Canvey en- 
joyed a building boom and many 
substantial houses and bunga- 
lows were built at Leigh Beck, 
Gain’s Road and the Straight 
Mile, as well as Lakeside and 
Oyster leet. The resident 
population was over 10,000 by 
1068... 

“There were many farms with 
fine dairy herds.” 

These herds are gone, accord- 
ing to the dispatches from Brit- 
ain, drowned in the flooding 
tide. Homes have collapsed, 
farm lands are ruined, and the 
dead lie in the streets among 
the debris of the worst disaster 
in Canvey'’s history 

But 3,000 stubborn islanders 
are still“there. They have re- 
fused to be evacuated

NEW YORK (UP)—A _ re 
search clerk for an atomic sci 
entist was stabbed to death with 
an ice pick last night and police 
began an immediate investiga- 
“ion to determine if the slaying 
was connected with A-bomb in- 
formation. 

The victim was James Doyle, 
50, who worked in the office 
of John Ray Dunning, dean of 
the Columbia University School 
of Engineering. Dunning was 
a pioneer in nuclear research. 

Doyle was found in the hall- 
way of a mid-Manhattan -tene-

Across the North Sea in east- 
ern England, gale-whipped seas 
gave Dutchmen a preview of 
their new peril when high tides 
broke through hastily-patched 
dikes along the Lincolnshire 
coast and spread again through 
the-empty streets of Mahje- 
thorpe and Sutton These two 
towng were evacuated after the 
week-end storm 

Civilian volunteers and mem- 
bers of the armed forces worked 
far into the night to strengthen 
dikes, particularly on the “death 
island” of Canvey in the Thames 
estuary. 

Some 3,000 residents of the 
island, where at least 46 have 
already perished and 1,000 have 
been forced to flee to the main 
land, escaped further disaster 
today when the morning tide 
failed to break through the sea 
wall again 
BARGE GOES 

Near King’s Lynn, on the Lin- 
colnshire coast, a barge carry- 
ing 30 RAF officers and men 
was swept through a 40-foot 
breach in the bank of the 
flooded River Ouse. The air- 
men, who were helping sandbag 
the protective walls, 
rescued from their 
barge by rowboat 

Gales raged on the North Sea 
but along the English coast the 
highest wind velocity reported 
Wednesday night was 38 miles 
an hour. Rain and snow with 
fresh winds up to 25 miles an 
hour were predicted for the east 
coast today. 

Across the Dutch border near 
Antwerp, Belgium, a_new gap 
opened in a dike in the Lille 
area. The slowly-rising water 
cut the last road between that 
town and Antwerp. 

Plans were being made to 
evacuate the last 1,000 inhabit- 
ants of Lille. Nearly 600 others 
already have fled in the wake of 
last Sunday’s storm, which 
killed two persons in the area.
